Have you ever listened to your own affirma- 
tions or prayers, or do you repetitiously go over 
your affirmations and prayers without listening to 
them? Many times it is harder for us to attune 
ourselves to the prayer affirmations we are mak- 
ing than it is to get others to listen to them. We 
read in Romans: ‘The word is nigh thee, in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart: that is, the word of 
faith, which we preach.” We do then preach 
faith. 

When we speak words of prayer, they are sup- 
posed to be the truth about us as children of God. 
For instance, use a simple word of prayer like this 
which appeared in DAILy Worp: “I work with- 
out weariness, for I love God and serve His high- 
est purpose in my life.” 

How many wonderful, faithful souls have said 
that time and time again, perhaps in different 
words, but with a consecrated spirit and they 
found that they could do twice as much work as 
before. This was because their inner listening ear 
was open and receptive to what they said in their 
word of prayer. 

Back of the increase of faith is practice of the 
art of prayer every day. 

When we try to overcome a condition in our 
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lives and seem to make no progress, it is because 
we have not sufficiently increased our faith 
through prayer. Remember, faithfulness to prayer 
must be practiced daily, not just when we have 
problems to meet. Any artist or musician must 
learn certain techniques in order to be skillful in 
his profession. Every human being to be success- 
ful in living his life must practice the simple art of 
prayer. “The wise man .. . built his house upon 
the rock.” This is the rock of faith. On the rock 
of faith your life is built. 

Every time you pray, every time you speak a 
word of prayer, you are building your life upon 
the stable foundation of faith. 

Everything in the progress of the race began 
on what was at first an infinitely small amount of 
faith. You remember that Jesus did not talk about 
large amounts of faith. He spoke of the mustard 
seed of faith, and by His illustrations showed 
what great power there is in a small amount of 


, [faith. 


Read these words of Jesus: “If ye have faith 
as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this 
mountain, Remove hence to yonder place and it 
shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible 
unto you.” 

Perhaps you, as I, have read this passage many 
times and have concentrated on the thought of 
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that tiny grain of mustard seed having the ability 
to remove mountains. But the important part of 
that text is the word say. We are not just to think, 
or even just to sit quietly and pray, but we are to 
speak the word of faith fearlessly as an active, 
commanding prayer. 

One spring there was a tornado in the vicinity 
of Unity School, and in the vicinity of my home. 
The radio reported the direction in which it was 
moving. Those of us at my home were seemingly 
in its direct path, and the tornado was headed our 
way at a speed of fifty miles an hour. Then the 
radio and the lights went off. We continued to 
pray, and also to look out of the large windows 
of my home. In another few minutes the formi- 
dable, black monster with fire seeming to come 
out of it—because of the glare of the red skies 
behind it and the flashing of the purple lights 
from the breaking power lines beneath it—was 
practically upon us. In the great need and urge 
of the moment I said to this oncoming monster, 
“Dissolve in the name of Jesus Christ!” It was 
not just what I said, it seemed that I was the very 
mouth-piece of God speaking to this thunderous 
monster. And, of course, not only was I praying 
but everyone at Unity School was praying. The 
result of the experience was that though we could 
feel the tremendous pull of the whirling wind of 
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the tornado, it turned sharply and took another 
course. On its way it continued to destroy, but in 
ten minutes or less when we went outdoors to see 
what had happened to it, there in the sky it was 
turned into a thin, white funnel still holding its 
shape but its power gone. 

Many times I have witnessed the power of the 
spoken word of faith. We all would wish we had 
a great enough faith to save everyone who might 
be in danger. I am sure as our faith increases by 
use that we will understand not only how to pro- 
tect ourselves but how to protect others as well. 

No matter how big an experience may seem, 
say that which should be said. Use your small 


‘| amount of faith. Speak your word of prayer with 


conviction. The prophet Hosea said to the Israel- 
ites, “Take with you words, and return unto Je- 
hovah.” Speak words that glow with faith and 
promise of the good to be accomplished. Use your 
faith-filled words without fear. Sometimes you 
fear what others may think about you, or you run 
away from the problem that should be met. 
Jesus’ words showed that He was always fear- 
less. When He saw the paralyzed man at the 
pool, He simply said, “Take up thy bed, and 
walk.” It was not a long, wordy prayer. The 
flame of faith was back of it, and the man walked. 
The long prayer may be a part of your meditation. 
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But when there is a call to action, speak your 
word with power and authority in the name of 
Jesus Christ. 

Why be so meek and mild before the power of 
God? Remember the words of Jehovah, spoken 
through Isaiah: “Concerning the work of my 
hands, command ye me.” 

When we feel that something is destructive, it 
is our God-given right to command the good to 
come forth. Faith stirs to action your confidence 
to give the command. 

Do you cringe before some so-called incurable 
disease, or do you have the courage to say, “I 
will not accept this verdict. Be thou made whole 
in the name of Jesus Christ”’ ? 

Fear keeps us from doing things, and faith 
helps us to accomplish the so-called impossible. 
In “Measure for Measure” Shakespeare wrote: 
“Our doubts are traitors, 

And make us lose the good we oft might win 

By fearing to attempt.” 

The world does not need our doubts and fears. 
It needs our faith. Fear sometimes becomes pata- 
mount. Darkness seems to be on the face of the 
earth, but an active faith in the power of God, 
the good, blazes a path of light across our hoti- 
zons. We see things from an enlightened view- 
point. 
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Throughout the world persons need to rekindle 
their faith and make it glow. Though the world 
may be challenged by appearances of evil condi- 
tions, this is not new. Man has always been able 
to meet challenges through faith and to know in 
his heart that everything works together for good. 

We rekindle our faith by daily devotion to the 
spiritual and uplifting side of life, and to the 
developing of the divinity in man. Every day we 
should pray, every day we should use in our in- 
dividual lives all the faith we have at the mo- 
ment. Every day our faith increases through the 
law of use.
